Notes on European species of the genus Aphelinus Dalm. (Hyme- 
noptera, Chalcidodea), parasitic upon the plant-lice. 


Этотъ родъ въ средней и сфверной Европ представленъ, 
главнымъ образомъ, TbMH своими видами, которые паразитируютъ 
на счетъ тлей. . Эти виды отличаются отъ видовъ этого же рода, па- 
разитирующихъ на червецахъ, волосистыми глазами, въ то время 
какъ у послЪднихъ глаза бываютъ голые. Количество видовъ, живу- 
щихъ y насъ на тляхъ, довольно велико. Несомнфнно, оно значи- 
тельно превышаетъ то количество видовъ, которое извЪстно автору. 
Виды рода Aphelinus Dalm. являются первичными паразитами тлей, 
причемъ самка паразита откладываетъ свое яичко въ самыхъ моло- 
дыхъ тлей. Яичко это удлиненное, слегка согнутое въ средин%, 
напоминающее яички прочихъ представителей — Chalcidodea. Ли- 
чинка Aphelinus почти шарообразна, съ небольшой головой и 
короткимъ хвостовымъ придаткомъ. Приблизительно черезъ недълю 
послЪ откладки яичка тля умираетъ и начинаетъ темнЪть, пріобрътая 
совершенно сизый цвЪтъ. Это noreMHbHie бываетъ замфтнымъ на 
свЪтло-окрашенныхъ тляхъ. Все развитіе насфкомаго заканчивается 
въ теченіе поля мЪсяца, дней въ 18—22. Позже, съ паденіемъ темпе- 
ратуры, продолжительность развитія HacbkoMaro возрастаетъ, достигая 
въ случаЪ съ зимующими стадіями нъсколькихъ мЪсяцевъ. Зимуетъ 
насъкомое, какъ я въ этомъ убЪфдился въ случаф съ Aphelinus 
subflavescens Westw., въ стадіи куколки, внутри преимущественно 
половыхъ формъ тлей. 

Сравнительно съ браконидами, паразитирующими на тляхъ, 
виды рода Aphelinus Dalm. встрфчаются довольно ръдко и еще 
pbxe обусловливаютъ подавленіе размноженія тлей-хозяевъ. Наиболь- 
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шее значене въ качеств неблагопріятнаго фактора въ жизни тлей 
эти насфкомыя прюбрЪтаютъ для ThXb тлей-хозяевъ, которыя живутъ 
въ закрытыхъ помфщешяхъ, T. е. въ галлахъ, въ свернутыхъ листьяхъ 
или за влагалищами листьевъ. 

Ниже я привожу синоптическую таблицу представителей этого 
рода, имфющихъ волосистые глаза. Въ этой таблиць помфшены 
KpoMb н$сколькихь описываемыхъ мною видовъ еще и Hbko- 
торые виды А. Ебгз{ега, какъ flaviventris, dubia, brachyptera и 
daucicola, названные имъ, но не описанные. Bch эти виды хранятся 
въ Королевскомъ Придворномъ Музеф въ But.
